^NE of the most serious ev ils resulting from the trend to restrict 
all exp enditures of money is interrup tion of the w'ork of sncn- 
lific men and institutions. 
This fact recently was called to a t­ 
tention by Dr. Lawrence V. Redman, of the American Chemical | 
Society. 
“What 1 would emp hasize,” said Dr. Redman, “is the necessity 
of continuity of our research p rogram is wc are to insure the fin­ 
ancial gains we hav e a right to demand, and if we are to attain those 
higher things of life that can come only with health and freedom 
from drudgery.” 
Unquestionably this ap p eal is logical. 
Great as hav e been the 
achiev ements of science, on ev ery hand are ev idences of need of 
fu rther knowledge. 
Ev en in Dr. Redman’s own adv ice as to the 
method of insuring continuity of re.search is indicated one of the 
p rimary ends toward which the skill and wisdom of thinking men 
should be directed. 
He said; 
“Plainly, such stabilization can come 
only through a p olicy of laying by during a p eriod of p rosp erity, 
funds to be emp loyed during a p eriod of dep ression. 
On the other hand, if the bright light of science should search 
out a means of stabilization so that there should be no p eriotl of 
dep ression after ev ery p eriod of p rosp erity, oui' p eop le immediately 
would p rov ide them.selv es with the liv ing conditions they hav e a right 
to demand anu would come at once into a large degree of health 
and freedom from drudgery. 
Already science and discov ery hav e 
p rov ided the means to free the world from p ov erty and drudgery if 
an equitable means of div iding and distribution of the p roducts of 
labor could be found and adop ted.

A 
UNIVERSITY head has made the rev olutionary p rop osition that 
gov ernments in the fu tu re p rotect youth by drafting only men 
p ast 50 for combatant troop s in time of w-ar. 
In theory there is much to be said for his p rop osal. 
The idea of 
making cannon fodder of young men, up on w'hom the fu tu re of nations 
dep ends, is not altogether sensible, p articu larlly when it is remem­ 
bered that wars are generally started by men ov er 50 years of age. 
Is not young blood more essential to national p rogress? 
There would be no more wars if the nations of the world would 
enter into a p act making men under 50 exemp t from military ser­ 
v ice. 
There will nev er be such a p act becau.se all p acts, including 
those sending millions of young men to horrible deaths, are made 
by men ov er 50, 
But if such a p act were p ossible, the men ov er 50 
would quickly declare p ermanent world p eace. 
Persons who must 
fight their own battles p refer to talk p eace. 
Of course the p rop osal could not be p ut to p ractical use. 
Youth 
is better able to stand up under the rigors of war; it can fight bet­ 
ter and it succumbs less readily to disease and fatigue. 
In time of 
w ar nations and their own old men dep end up on youth. 
While youth 
fights, suffers and dies, the men p ast 50 are claiming the honors and 
p iofiteering.

IF WE TAKE a human body and 
eliminate from It, theoretically, such 
things as the p rocesses of thought 
and such things as the functions of 
rep roduction of

p rocesses—both 
the 
building up of heat and Its dissip a­ 
tion by the body, and the chemical 
interchanges of v arious kinds—which 
go to make up the machinery of th© 
body, are called "metabolism".

sum oi: all of them is called “basal 
metabolism”, and this can be easily 
measured. 
The first exp iirtments in tryinf to 
measure basal metabolism took th© 
amount of heat an animal gav e off 
a.'i a standard. 
The animal—a cat 
or guinea p ig—was p laced In a ve.*!- 
sel surrounded by Ice. After a, cer­ 
tain length of time th© amount of 
Ice that had melted was measured; 
as the number of calories required 
to heat a giv en amount of Ice la well 
known, It was easy to calculate the 
amount of beat giv en off by th© anl- ,j f i l 
mal. 
More modern Instruments hav e Im­ 
p rov ed on thi.s old ice calorimeter and 
use the amount of oxygen consumed 
aa the measuring rod of basal me­ 
tabolism. 
The measurement ©f ba.<5ai metabo­ 
lism Is v ery useful In diagnosis In 
ccrtain cases: tt la known that cer­ 
tain forms of goiter raise the basal 
metabolic rata v ery greatly.

SCIENCE NEEDS MONEY 


O 


NE of the most serious evils resulting from the trend to restrict 


all expenditures of money is interruption of the work of scien- 


tific men and institutions. 
This fact recently was called to at- 


tention by Dr. Lawrence V. Redman, of the American Chemical 
Society. 


"What I would emphasize," said Dr. Redman, "is the necessity 


plf continuity of our research program is we are to insure the fin- 
ancial gains we have a right to demand, and if we are to attain those 
higher things of life that can come only with health and freedom 
from drudgery." 


Unquestionably this appeal is logical. 
Great as have been the 


achievements of science, on every hand are evidences of need of 
further knowledge. 
Even in Dr. Redman's own advice as to the 


method of insuring continuity of research is indicated one of the 
primary ends toward which the skill and wisdom of thinking men 
should be directed. He said: 
"Plainly, such stabilization can come 


only through a policy of laying by during- a period of prosperity, 
funds to be employed during a period of depression. 


On the other hand, if the bright light of science should search 


out a means of stabilization so that there should be no period of 
depression after every period of prosperity, our people immediately 
would provide themselves with the living conditions they have a right 
to demand ana would come at once into a large degree of health 
and freedom from drudgery. 
Already science and discovery have 


provided the means to free the world from poverty and drudgery if 
an equitable means of dividing and distribution of the products of 
labor "could be found and adopted.

UNIVERSITY head has made the revolutionary proposition that 
governments in the future protect youth by drafting only men 


past 50 for combatant troops in time of war. 


In theory there is much to be said for his proposal. The idea of 


making cannon fodder of young men, upon whom the future of nations 
depends, is not altogether sensible, particularly when it is remem- 
bered that wars are generally started by men over 50 years of age. 
Is no't young blood more essential to national progress? 


There would be no more wars if the nations of the world would 


enter into a pact making men under 50 exempt from military ser- 
vice. There will never be such a pact because all pacts, including 


.. ,01086 sending millions of young men to horrible deaths, are made 


by men over 50. But if such a pact were possible, the men over 50 
would quickly declare permanent world peace- 
Persons who must 


- fight their own battles prefer to talk peace. 


Of course the proposal could not be put to practical use. 
Youth 


is better able to stand up under the rigors of war; it can fight bet- 
ter and it succumbs less readily to disease and fatigue. 
In time of 


War nations and their own old men depend upon youth. While youth 
fights, suffers and dies, the men past 50 are claiming the honors and 
profiteering:.
